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To all of you who have helped me trace 
my great grandfather, THOMAS ANDREW 
BATES, through Neshoba Co., MS, the 18th 
Mississippi Volunteers, Co H and K 1861 
through 1665, and into Wise Co. TX: 


WE HAVE NEWS which answers some ques- 
tions while it poses some new ones. All 
the past week I have watched nightly 
episodes of "The Civil War" featuring 
Shelby Foote as commentator and story 
teller. It was not as [ expected, a re- 
enactment of bugles and battles. Rather, 
it was a very moving documentary with 
many photos of men and places plus 
accompanying narration from several 
diaries and accounts of that period. The 
horror of the slanghter was seen in 
countless photos of the mass destruction 
of sco many lives. How any man could 
survive those awful years and keep his 
faith is a tribute to their character 
and the dedication those men felt. Thou- 
sands deserted, but more thousands 
stayed on, including Thomas Andrew Bates 
who was captured only because he was 
severely wounded. He spent more than a4 
year in prison and then was paroled in 
VA in Feb 1865. In his words on his 
pension application (WHICH I RECEIVED 
TODAY) x x x 

“TIT was sent to Virginia x x x but did 
not reach my command before the surren- 
der of Lee and did not therefore get a 
written discharge.“ 

At another point regarding witnesses to 
his service, and this is an 73 year old 
Confederate vet speaking as he applies 
for a Texas pension: "J cannet find any 
comrades wha served in the war with me.” 
He probably didn’t realize that of the
